W ashington, Ju ly 1 (JP) — The 
federal gov ernment started a 
new fiscal y ear today figu ring on 
spending $8 ,520,000,000, of which

“recov ery and relief.”

Roosev elt’s.

treasu ry to collect $3,99 1,000,000. 
T hat wou ld mean a deficit of $4,- 
528 ,000,000 for the y ear. 
The pu blic debt as the 1935

am ou nted to more than $28 ,665,- 
000,000. 
It had not, howev er, 
reached the $31,000,000,000 total 
the President figu red on more 
than a y ear ago.
